tion here has received no information 
regarding a repprted invasion

American consulate at Mukden by Ja- 
panese, and a resultant encounter be- 
tween the Japanese and the native slant 
of the consulate. 
The Japanese lega- 


tion also was questioned and a partial 
verification was obtained, ogether with 
expressions of regret that such a "small 
matter"' should have been cabled to the 
United .States. 
Will Not Send Report. 


An official of the Japanese legation 


quoted a Japanese newspaper published 
In Mukden as 
saying 
• "tHaT • Wlil'ard U. 


Straight, 
the 
American 
Consul-Gen- 


eral there, was an excitable man, given 
to exaggerating trifles and 
difficult to 


deal with. Otherwise the legation mini- 
mized the occurnuice. ifnd 
deplored it.

WASHINGTON. April 9.—In one of the 


shortest messages 
which 
he has 
yet 


transmitted 
to 
Congress, 
President 


Roosevelt today called the attention of 
that body to the necessity for further 
legislation on the 
subject 
of anarchy. 


"With the message he transmitted a re- 
port reviewing the legal phases of the 
question by Attorney-General Bonaparte* 
The message of the President is as fol- 
ows: 


"To the Senate find House of Represen- 


tatives: I herewith submit a letter from 
the Department of Justice, which ex- 
plains itself. 
I'ndr-r this opinion I hold 


that existing- statutes Rfvc the President 
power to prohibit the Postmaster General 
from 
beinpr used as an instrument In 


the commission of crime, that is to pro- 
hibit the use of the mails for the ad- 
vocacy of murder, arson and t reason; 
and I shall act upon such construction. 


More Legislation. 


"Unquestionably, however, there should 


be further legislation by Congress in thl% 
matter. 
When compared with the sup- 


pression of anarchy, every other question 
si nits into insignificance. 
The anarchist 


is tlie enemy of humanity, the enemy of 
all mankind, and his is a deeper degree 
of criminality than any otiier. 
No im- 


migrant is allowed to come to our shores 
if he is an anarchist; and no paper pub- 
lished hero or abroad should be permitted 
circulation in this country *f it propa- 
gates anarchistic opinions.

in the latter part of 1902. I considered 
him childless. 
He seemed to be in a 
dazed condition. . I never found a drug 
at any time In any of the things he 
brought me. 
I sold Mr. Boardman drugs 
during 1902. He usimlly had a man with 
him—In. fact 
he 
never 
came 
alone. 
Boardman would come- and buy cough 
syrup. 
It was labeled on the bottle 
what he wanted. 
Physically he was 
able to get around in 1S02." 
Some Real Estate Deals. 


George B. M. Gray, real estate, said 
;that he flrst met" Mr. Boardman in 1901. 
Witness saw him again in 1902 when he 
leased a piece of property ror a client. 
He used to come to tho office of witness 
in 1902 about once a month. 
Boardman 
could not remember anything. 
Board- 
man always used to have a man .with 
him. 
He used to demand tax money 
when- our agreement was the other way. 
•Boardman could not be reasoned with. 
He would have a talk with me and would 
then come In shortly again and forget 
what he had talked about on the previous 
occasion. 
' 
Hugh Hogan. lumber merchant, testi- 
fied:' 
"I knew Mr. Boardman for eigh- 
teen years. 
I met him frequently up to 
the vear 1901. 
I knew of him going to 
Europe in 1901. 
When he returrted he 
was not the same man he .was when he 
went away. 
Boardman was always ac- 
companied by a man when he returned 
from Europe. 
After his return 
from 
Europe his memory was not so good. 
I 
had conversations with him about once 
a month. 
He was very changeable. 
I 
never saw him. in 1902 when he was not 
with hjs man." 
Noticed a Change. 


Adolph 
Uhl, 
merchant, 
knew 
Mr. 
Boardman innce 1894. 
Prior to his trip 
to Europe he knew how to order goods 
and what he wanted. 
After his return 
from Europe there was a great change 
in his mentality. 
Before he went to 
Europe he was very keen about pur- 
chasing wall paper, but when he returned 
he was very much changed in purchas- 
ing goods. 
He would purchase at a loss 
to himself. 
Boardman was very for- 
getful. 
I should say that, in 1902 Board- 


man was of unsound mind." 
A. E. Fox, merchant, said he tried to 
do some business with Boardman in De- 
cember, 1902, the month the alleged will 
was signed. 
"His appearance on the 
occasions I talked with him would indi- 
cate that his mind was not extremely 
good " 
"Witness saw him at least three 


times In December. 1902. 
Mrs. Blanche L. Boardman was next 


called to the sand nnd testified: 
We 
feft for Europe In 1001. At Washington 
Mr Boardman was In a dazed condition. 
He' was prostrated by the heat. I .hur- 
ried 
Mr. 
Boardman 
to Philadelphia. 
Here he was compelled to go to bed. 1 
clued ai,physician. Mr. Boardman could 
not tell the physician what was the mat- 
ter with him. I had to explain every- 
thing- Mr. Boardman's face was red and 
the veins extended. Later he was able 
to travel. 
Noticed Change Abroad. 


'When we were In Rome Mr. Boardman 
was again taken ill and he was in bed 
one week. 1 called a physician .but Mr. 
Boardman could not tell him what was 
the matter. 
I had to explain matters. 
Mr Boardman, in Rome, complained of 
pains in the back of his head. 
"When Mr. Boartlman came- back from 
Europe hed a great propensity for draw- 
ing wills. He drew a great many. He 
would make them and tear them up. He 
talked to me a great many times about 
what he would do with his property. He 
never talked twice in the same way, 
however. The wills now on file in court. 
I iound in Mr. Boardman's effects after 
a guardian was appointed for him. 
I 
thought the only honorable course for me 
to pursue was to give all these wills to 
Mr Boardman's guardian, which I did. 
'A guardian was appointed for him in 
February 1905. He died in 1906. Mr. 
Boardman was with his man, William 
Anderson, at Applegate when he was 
taken ill. Ho was -brought home and I 
met him at the train. He was unable 
to walk and had to be carried to the 
carriage. I found that bis mind was a 
complete blank. 
When lie was taken 
home he could not get around but very 
little afterward and had to be carried 
upstairs. When he was confined to his 
bed his face was very red. 
"I always did everything I co,uld for 
Mr Boardcaan's comfort from the time I 
married him up to the time_of nis death. 
There was nothing I could think cf that 
would make him comfortable that I did 
not do." -

Boosting by Knocking. 


There is a vast deal of knocking and "pull-down policy" going 


on in California these days, and what we need is as much more of 
it as we can possibly get.—Fresno Republican. 


My, how our cat squeals when its tail is pulled! Chester H. 


RowelJ, in hoisting this piratical flag, and, incidentally, nailing.it to 
the mast, has come out into the open. This knight errant of political 
chivalry has donned his black armor for the first time and got out 
where he can be spanked, as he deserves, by a long-suffering public. 


Speaking of "saffron ones," this same catlike editor has more. 


than once shown that he has "yellow" streaks up and down his 
thought vertebrae. In fact, his backbone has only two uses, one end 
to sit his hat on and the other end to sit on himself. If ever there 
was a swashbuckler and political pirate in California this grape vine 
editor is one. Howling like a Dervish, one minute at fancied wrongs 
he whirls into a changed front on the other extreme and each time 
he whirls he sticks a knife in somebody's back. 


And for what purpose? Calmly and considerately there seems 


to be but one—that is the Rowell end. Knifing friends, lulling an 
unsuspicious victim into fancied security and then throttling him 
from behind are piratical methods. They are, therefore, Rowell 
methods. 


Prowling over the seas, this man and his band watch for the 


unsuspecting victims, swoop down on them with peaceful signals 
floating, and finding the victims unprepared, suddenly break out the 
black flag, swoop down on them, scuttle the ship and make the crew 
walk the plank. 


It may be an imbecile idea that of "boosting" and not "knock- 


ing," but it takes a bigger mind than the "pin-headed" editor of the 
Fresno Republican to grasp the possibilities of such reasoning. 
His 


reasoning, like bubonic fleas, is bred and nourished in rats and rat 
methods and hatched in scavenger dumps. The California body 
politic is infested with fleas, the worrying and jumping kind like 
Rowell, which is not a "knock." only a boost, so far as he goes. 


It may be undignified to say it, but the Rowell kind of piratical 


parasites are a menace to any commonwealth. 


A good parasite, if there are any, was created for a purpose by 


nature, and we have to accept the Divine reasoning. But there are 
parasites which are a menace, like the bubonic plague. The piratical 
political parasite is worse than all others, for it bites those who help 
it live and its festering presence is the source of running sores. 


It may appeal to the Rowell mind that "boosting" is imbecility 


—perhaps knocking sounds bad to him—but a good, strong "fool 
killer" with an old-fashioned "slippery elm" club might (let's hope 
there's a possibility) "beat" some sense into him. At any rate it's a 
"fool killer's" job; the public is not to be held responsible either for 
him or the treatment. 


R'idolph Spreckels has magnanimously waved the Senatorship 


away. "I regret to be compelled to say that I am not a candidate 
for the Senatorship or any other office," he announced at the 
hebdomadal political quick lunch in San Francisco. 
His regret is 


all the deeper perhaps because so few share it. That it is real one 
can readily understand, for it is hard sometimes to relinquish even 
pipe dreams. He would have better saved his face had he made 
his announcement before it became apparent that even the Lincoln- 
Roosevelt League would not stomach his candidacy. With no chance 
of .winning, that organization already had half- a dozen Senatorial 
aspirants. 
But "Professor" G. H. Boke attempted to soothe the 


wounded vanity of the self-appointed dictator by playing Mark 
Antony to his Caesar. When he pushed away the toga nobody of- 
fered him and which nobody would let him Tiave. the cheerful and 
unanimous Boke rrowned him with the title "Citizen" Spreckels. 
Thus is greatness rewarded. Sancho Panza has promoted Don 
Quixote to the ranks. Surely Sancho should have the governorship 
of an island. 


BUMPING THE BUMPS 


Student Rebellions In 
American Colleges. 


A student revolt at Clemson College, South Carolina, was sum- 


marily squelched by the summary expulsion of 305 students in a 
body. They were not only summarily dismissed, but marched off 
the grounds in disgrace. As C lemson College is a State institution, 
in which military discipline prevails, the action of the faculty is 
likely to be final. Doubtless it will have a wholesome effect in dis- 
couraging student insurrections in future. 


The rebellion at Clemson followed close on the heels of half a 


dozen similar outbreaks. The first took place at the Texas Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College, in which several hundred students 
participated. It was a "strike'' against the president of the institu- 
tion, ;md resulted in the revolters being reduced to submission or 
being forced to lea\e the college. 


At Ann Arbor, Michigan, also a State institution, more than a 


thousand students indulged in a riot and openly defied the authority 
of the president, the venerable Dr. Angell. This outbreak was not 
an organized rebellion, such as was witnessed at the Texas and 
South Carolina colleges, but was a mere turbulent repudiation of 
collegiate authority. It was suppressed, however, without resort to 
drastic measures. A few ringleaders were punished, and tactful 
diplomacy brought the others to submission and a realization of 
'their offense. 
*- 


At the University of the City of New York, likewise a free pub- 


'lic institution of learning, the lower classmen rebelled in a body be- 
cause the faculty undertook to punish a flagrant case of hazing. A 
freshman named Block \\as ducked and otherwise treated in an out- 
rageous manner, and when he appealed to the university authorities 
for protection from his tormentors, the class raised the banner of 
revolt. Hazing was asserted to be a right, and the expulsion of 
Block was demanded on the ground that he had broken college 
traditions by becoming an informer. In other words, the victim 
of abuse was to be driven from an educational institution supported 
it>y public taxation because he objected to being abused, and the 
faculty was flouted and defied for presuming to enforce the rules 
'and regulations devised for the government of the university. 
It 


:is gratifying to record that the obstreperous students were com- 
pelled to render unconditional obedience or leave the institution. 


The trouble at Stanford was somewhat different, but it devel- 


oped tfo same sort of resistance to and defiance of the constituted 
authority. The students resented radical measures to put down the 
*boozmg" habit, and the claim of "personal liberty" was set up as 
a warrant for defying -the established order. Allrules are to a cer- 
tain extent in constraint of'personal liberty. So'are all laws; but 
both mles and laws are essential to the peace, order and security 
%tt society. Without them there can be no government,-and with- 
pnt government there is anarchy. .While a regrettable lack of tact

was displayed by the Stanford authorities the end sought was a 
most desirable and necessary one, and when a good end was com- 
bined with the necessity for maintaining authority and preserving 
order violent protest was unavailing. There was only one logical 
end to the contest. It was inadmissible that the faculty should 
take the law from the student body. 
Respectful 
protest is one 


thing. 
Forcible resistance is quite another. When the issue re- 


solved itself into a question of maintaining authority public opinion 
immediately ranged itself on the side of-the faculty. It was useless 
for the students to set up an ideal as a justification for their con- 
duct. Disobedience and disorder cannot be justified by ideals of 
abstract justice, and in this particular instance there slouched be- 
hind the ideal the demoralization of the drink habit. 


It is useless to argue that the authority of the faculty over the 


conduct o£ students is limited by the boundaries of the campus. 
The conduct of every student at every place concerns everybody 
connected with an educational institution. If it be disgraceful it re- 
flects on both faculty and student body, and is necessarily an evil 
example not to be tolerated. 


Constituted authority has won in all these conflicts between 


students and faculty. It has won because it deserved to win, be- 
cause upon its success depended* the essentials of law and order 
and discipline. 
It was a triumph over the mob spirit, and- will 


inevitably conduce to both justice and firmness in the government 
of American institutions of learning. 


Senator Hale's speech on the army appropriation bill was a 


covert attack on Secretary Taft, visibly intended to influence the 
action of the Republican National Convention against the Secre- 
tary of War. 
It had for its text an article printed in the Wash- 


ington Post representing Secretary Taft as in favor of reorganiz- 
ing the army and increasing its strength to 125,000 men in active 
service. The Washington Post has been hostile to Taft all along. 
It supported Foraker 
in his fight against the 
President, and 


boosted the Foraker campaign against Taft in Ohio. The Post is 
owned by John R. McLean, who also owns the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
and who is strongly anti-administration in his sympathies.

INVITED 


TO ATTEND 
RECEPTION 


Is Lone Survivor of Perry's 
Expedition 


An effort is being- made by those In 


charge of the receptions to be tendered 
by Oakland and Berkeley to the men of 
the fleet to secure the presence of Charles 
E. Edes, the only surviving member of 
Commodore Perry'a famous expedition to 
Japan in the early fifties. 


Edea -was a former resident of the bay 


region, but is now spending- his declining 
years in Foxcroft, Maine, his boyhood 
home. 
The committees 
have tendered 


him an invitation to be one of the hon- 
ored guests. 
Fought With Farragut. 


Charles E. Edes. besides being- the only 


survivor of the Perry expedition, la & 
veteran of the Civil War, having: served 
as master-at-arms on the gunboat Fort 
Henry at Appalachle Coulee under Ad- 
miral Farragut, a fighter after the style 
of Admiral Evans, and it is expected the 
latter will be unusually interested in this 
historic figure of early marine annals of 
the country. 
He ia 74 years of age, and 


until two years ago had been a resident 
of Spokane, Wash., for many years. 


His meeting with Perry was due to a 


shipwreck. 
Sailing from New Bedford, 


Me., as a young sailor, 19 years of ape, 
he was wrecked on a coral reef in the 
Indian ocean. 
The ship and Its cargo 


were lost. Captain Win managed to save 
the boata and taking aboard a quantity 
of hardtack the crew drifted fnr fifty- 
two days In open boats, when they landed 
at the Island of Guam, the present cable 
station, half way from Honolulu to Ma- 
nila. Passing ships took aboard the ma- 
jority of th« castaways. 
Late in the 


year—ninety days after they had landed- 
Commodore Ferry on the sloop of war 
Macedonia rescued the last of .the men, 
among them Edes, who accompanied the 
-rCmerlcan hero to Japan as captain of 
the foretop of the Macedonia. 
Passed Three Years Here. 


Edes remained with 
Perry until the 


latter's i eturn to Boston, three years, 
later, when he took passage for Califor- 
nia, spending three years In Snn Fran- 
cisco and the gold diggings. The open- 
ing of the Civil War called him again to 
arms. 
He enlisted in the Sixth Maine 


regiment for land service and remained 
on duty throughout the four years of the 
struggle, mostly In the marine service. 
After being mustered out he came to the 
Pacific C°ast, finally locating In Eastetn 
Washington. 


Edes comes of a famous revolutionary 


family. 
One of his great uncles 
was 


Peter Edes, the journalist of the revolu- 
tion, and a co-worker with 
Benlamin 


Franklin. Among the treasured souvenirs 
of George Edes, brother of the Perry 
expedition veteran, at his Berkeley homo 
la the printer's "stick" 
with 
which 


Franklin learned his trade. 


The father of Peter Edes was Benjamin 


Edea, the pioneer publisher of Maine, 
founder of the Boston Gazette and fa- 
mous in American 
revolutionary jour- 
nalism. 


It Is probable that the trans-bay re- 


ception committee will forward the vet- 
eran a return ticket to the reception of 
Admiral Evans* fleet.

The money, which figured largely In 


young McN'ulty's trials, was _held in a 
Berkeley bank by Justice of the Peace! 
Robert Edgar. 
McNulty senior made 


several demands for it and finally se- 
cured the permission of Judge Edgar to 
take It away quietly, providing he would 
give a bond agreeing to defend any and 
all suits for the money that might be 
brought against Justice Edgar.

Nulty signed the bond and the cash was 
given him In return- for the document, 
which is now in Edgar's possession. 


This transaction occurred six months 


ago, but no public mention was made of 
it at tho time. 


At one time it was proposed to divide 


the money equally between the McNultys 
and the Olsen girl, but this plan fell 
through. 
The elder McNulty was not 


the first person to ask for the money from 
Judge Edgar, as representatives of vari- 
ous charitable organlatlons had made a 
formal demand that the money.be turned 
over for the use of the needy poor. 


SAN FRANCISCO. April !).—According 


to Weather Forecaster McAdie the dry 
spell which has visited California during 
the past five weeks is not so serious to 
the crop conditions as is generally sup- 
posed. 
Although the professor holds 


forth no liopes for Immediate rain, he 
declared that there Is still plenty of tlme- 
for the precipitation to falL The drought 
this year, he assorts, is noticeable main- 
ly because the months of March and 
April for tho past three years have been 
unusually wet. 


"The seasonal rainfall this year," said 


Professor McAdie, "has been sixteen and 
one-half Inches, or thres Inches below 
the normal. 
We still have time to make 


up most of this amount. 
We have had 


only a few showers since the first week 
In March. 
"Under normal conditions we 


should ha"-e had three inches in that 
month and one and three-quarters in 
April. 
The reason the drought is so 


pronounced this year Is owing to the fact 
that for the three previous years we have 
had In the neighborhood of six inches 
during March and an unusual amount In 
April. 


"I see no reason to worry over tho 


conditions." 


Professor McAdie stoutly denied that 


there is any scientific grounds for believ- 
ing that pun spots are In any way re- 
sponsible for the present weather con- 
ditions.
